? RIOTOUSSTRUCK BY TIIK THIRD AVf.SCK RAILROAD

WKKK.CONCKSSIONS IN VARIOUS TRADK3.

Tho men employed in tho Tliird-ave. Railroad
"Stables at Sixty-fifth-st. and Tliinl-ave. informed
the officers of tlic company some days ago that they
wanted »n increase of wages from $1 'lo a dav to

$10 a week. Ihe company refused lo advance
their pay, and aliout sixtv or seventy of tin* stable¬
men went ott strike Tu. sday morning, lt was Hie
regular day on which the ui en receive their pay, so

they assembled at the office in the murnini! and got
their tnonev. Other men were Bet at work, but
they were threatened with violence. These threats
were made known to the police. About 11:30 a. nv,

Inspector Thome visited tho depot. At that time
everything »>an quiet, and the strikers ..ere in the
neighboring beer shops and liquor saloons. Hi*
learned that tiny intended to,molest tho men tit
Work when they left the staldcu at 1 p. m., ami ne-

cordinaly gave orders to Captain Gunner, of the
Twenty-eighth Precinct, to lu* ready for any eincr-

ffency nt that hour. Several policemen were f-ta-
tione'd nt the donot to preserve order. In the morn¬

ing, except that the men were n little boisterous
from drinking, there was no disturbance. Patrick
Dolan wus arrested at 12 p. m. for Intoxication and
was locked up for live days. James Humphreys
was arrested for disorderly conduct, but was dis¬
charged.
Shortly before 4 p. m., when the hostlers begin

to quit work, Captain Gunner with a section of nun
went to the depot to protect them. A number of
the strikers wen* drunk then, and after the hostlers
hail left the building they were hissed and jeered.
The sinkers became so disorderly that Officers Mc¬
Connell and Ryan went to arrest John Farrell and
Alphonse limning. They resisted, nnd a sharp
etrogirlo ensued. Farrell knocked down Officer Mc¬
Connell, and then struck him in the face, and
kicked him severely about the legs and abdomen.
McConnell's check was severely cut also. Other
officers came to McConnell's ajasistance. and Farrell
was locked up.

" He was arraigned before Jus! iee

Flammer, und placed under !t*."i<Kl bail to keep the
peace for six months. limning was fined $10. and
placed under the same bail. After these arrests
Wire mado everyth'ng was quiet again around the
depot for a few hours.
At 6 p. m., a few more of tho hostler!" who had

been at wnrit. during the day started for their homes.
Sergeant Haniillon, who was then in charge of tho
section of police, with some officers wen! along
with the liien. At Sixty-second-st and Sccnnd-avc.,
about forty of tho strikers had assembled, and were

verv drunk and disorderly. Scrseant Hamilton

flushed one of tho strikers, and ordered him to go
ionic. Encouraged by tho shouts of his comrades,
the man turned upon the Sergeant, and attempted
to bent him. " It was then a question of who
should become master of the situation," said Ser¬

geant Hamilton yesterday. He pushed th(> man oft
of the sidewalk, nnd then Uridgct Humphreys, the
wife of tho stliker who had been arrested in the
afternoon, came to rescue thc man. She yelled and
screamed in tho street, and shouted that the ser¬

geant was cruelly |be;iting am innocent man. She
rushed np to the sergeant, and with clenched Hst
struck him in the eye. Her screams infuriated the
mob, and a general row took place, in which every¬
body present took part. Thc* striken were rein¬
forced ny fresh men and over 100 wen* on the corner
at one time. They were all inflamed with liquor,
and tried to stop the officers from arresting auy of
their nuiiiber.
As Sergeant Hamilton was taking one man to t'.e

station, a mob followed him, and between holding
on to the man, and rcsistiiu- the mob, his attention
was fully occupied. At this timo Mrs. Humphreys
rushed lip behind him with a lartze bale stick iu her
hands, and two littlo children dragging on to her
skirts She raised the stick, and was about to deal the
sergeant a blow over the head when Peter 1-chaim, a

citizen who had watched her movements, wrenched
the stick from her hands. Mts. Humphreys was

taken to tho station, hut on account of her delicate
health she was discharged. John Sherlock, tho
president of the strikers, and John Jourdan Iwere
arrested, and the former was put nuder $.100 bonds
to keep the peace fe six months, and the latter was
held in $."00 bail to appear for trial for assaulting
Leonard Fluke. Scgcant Hamilton was attended
Dy Police Surgeon Clements. The injury to his eye
was nil that he received.
The strikers appeared at the depot nenin yester¬

day morning, when they were joined by the feed-
men, who announced tnat they intended to strike
also. Altogether the strikers (numbered Jahout KIO
luen. Attar a little consultation, tile officers of the
company informed the men that thev wonld give
them the pay they asked. Thc strikers then rc-

turncd to work, aud everything was quiet veslcr-
dtiy.
At a meeting of the exeenfive committee of the

Ftiiking carpenters and framers yesterday, several
finns of the west side wero reported tit having
agreed to pay the advance demanded. Those who
were in tho employ of S. Han., Grobs, Darmstadt,
Bebiefer and Schwab & Co., are still on strike.
Tho button-hole operators are sueeessful in their

strike Yesterday two additional linus agreed to

give the advance demanded. Only twenty-eight of
the original strikers are i-till without employment.
The custom shoemakers rettort that most ol their
employers have consented to givo the advance
iisked. The strike of the cap-makers continues;
the committee reports that tho opposition of tbe
employers is not ko much against the new price list
iki airaiust the mle of ten hours' work per day.
The executive committee of the tinsmiths nnd

roofers yesterday reported that they have been suc¬
cessful in teheir strike. Tbe. furniture workers con¬

tinue their agitation for a reduction of the bonis of
labor. The cabinetmakers in the employ of F. W.
Hamburger, at Hester and Elizabeth-sts., obtained
ra reduction from sixty to fifty-six hours uer week,
and nn advance of f, pei cent for "piece
workers." The employes of Ford & Latimer's

Siitent rocking chair factory, also obtained a re-

uction of the hours of work, nnd an advance of lo
per cent for piece work. The cabinetmakers in thc
employ of Ital nut/, Diebl &, Co.. in Seventh-ave.,
have also had their hours of work reduced.
The movement among the cinrmakers con!innes,

bnt those in the employ of Cpmnann, in .Seven¬
teenth's*., who have been on strike, have returned
to work at tin* old vate of wanes, aa they found ihat
other men were taking their places.

Judge Pratt. Oiiicer Stone was attempting to .*ti-

re-it Joseph Muugcrford on Sunday, February 20,
at Columbia aud Pacific-sts., when he was at¬
tacked by tho g.insr. ho vf-.m knocked down and
kick.d and hi'skull was fractured bf a atone al¬
leged to have been thnwn by Hm kc Ho wa.i re¬

moved to the Long Island College Hospital, where
li.' lingered uni tl April 1. District-Attorney Catlin
appeared for tho prosecution and the prisoners
weterepresenti'ii by William F. Howe. More than
two lionr.i wero spent in obtaining a.jury.
Stephen Travis testified that 'ie mw lin* .Munger-

fords coming from Columbia-si. and saw .1 stone
thrown. He did not kuow who threw ir. He saw

J.easel.li MunKerford and the officer clinch, and somo

one kicked .Stone in the head. Samuel Jacobs, of Np,
20 Atlantic-ave.. testified that he saw Officer Stone
in the act of arresting Joseph Mungcrfoid. Both
men fell to the the groundnut! Patrick Mungerford
tried to help Iiii brother. The witness baw n-jthiug
mule on tceount ot the crowd.
William J. Powers, of So. 373 Furman-st., stated

that he witnessed the struggle between Stone and
Joseph Mungerford nnd saw .stone strike Munger¬
ford wita ins club. Both fell to the ground and tho
witness heard Burke, who was standing mar him,
say : " Where iu . shall 1 find tx stone to kill the .
.. V Burko then went to look for a stone. Tho
witness saw tho oiiicer walking along tho street
with blood on bis hat. Ho did not see Oiiicer Drec-
latul, who was there, strike any one. He heard some
one in the crowd cry out : " (Jive it to him. Joe !
(live lt to lum." Nra. Susan Curtis nlso testified,
aud the cone was then adjourned until to-day.

Ho visited the bouse, which
was one of a number of .shanties situated on what
ls known us ibo dumps, and Ibero found a woman

Ina state of intoxication, with a little babe in her
.rms apparently uU.nt one year old. A little boy,
age seven, waa crouched in the corner eating a

trust of tend, while an older girl was seated on

. chair.the only piece of furniture in tho room,
with the exception of an old table, ami _ straw
mattress ou tue Door. The room was in a very
filthy condition The doctor examined the child.
From filth and disease it was unable, to open it-
eyes, while his left ear was iu an advanced state of
decomposition. The condition of tbe otlur children
was not much better; both were .uttering greatly
from sores, which almost covered their laces anil
hands.

It is now believed that he drank
too iniicli on tbe day of his disappearance, fell into
the. river, and was drowned. Ile was known to

have been drinking a few days before his disap
nea rani e. Word was sent to the grief-si ricken
family yesterday, when the news was broken to
them by th. Rei-. Mr. Potter, of Grace Church, who
has interested himself in them.
Last evening ti Titi him- reporter called upon

Mis. Woodason, al No. '2'2# First-ave. She .said that
on the dav of her husband's disappearance, lie drew
$17 from I. Brown, sexton of Grace Church, omi al
8 o'clock in the evening, with fiSfl or$SO in his
pocket, went down town to buy n stove. This is
tlic last that slut knew of him. She was positive
that his death was caused by foul play, lier hus¬
band did not drink to excess, and when his body
was found, only a few cents were iu his pocket,
and u diamond pin which lie wore on bia scurf was

missing, although it COUldnot have become loosened
unless detached by some one. Mr. Woodason was

inni h attached to his family, which is left quite
destitute, bnt for aid received from Crace Cnuivh.
The reporter was told at the Morgue tbat a burial
permit had been granted.

LIMITING A .STEAMSHIP'S PASSENGERS.
Julius Barre, master of theGerman Lloyd's steatn-

shipMain, appeared before United stales Cuinniis-
sioncr Shields yesterday, for examination mi Ihe
charge of bringing more passengers into the United
States on the Main than the law allows ships of her
capacity to cany. Gustav Schwab, agent of tin¬
line. acKinmaniedlthe captain but the latter was not

represented, by counsel. Assistant I'liited Stales

Attorney Tenney appeared for Hie Government.
Inspector Cains ot' tlie Custom House reported

that lie had inspected the Maintli.it morning, and
had found that a part of the second cabin and out¬

side staterooms had been taken for the use of the
steerage passengers. There wire no Hrst-class
passengers on the voyage and tho second cabin
passengers had been placed in the Iirst cabin.
Captain liane testified that the vessel brought

817 passengers; 520 were assigned tothe lower deck
and ihe second cabin anti outside staterooms were
taken for Ihe others. While ihe second cabin and
staia'i'ooins were occupied in the day time lie ad¬
mitted lim! at night many pcr-ons went below and
slept with their friends. The law allowed fill)

persons to occupy the lower deck, hut as there was

no complaint of inconvenience from the passengers
tlic persons ni excess were not compelled to leave
their sleeping places, liust.iv Schwab mid that this
was tlu* iirst time in eight years thal a ship of Hie
Inn* had come full. The company knew exactly
what number the ship would carry and when she
had her quota, hundreds ol passcngi rs v. ere refused
There was neither crowding nor complaining on the
passage, and lhere was no! a single death. Mr.
Tenney said that the case turned on ihe interim In-
finn of the word " appropriate" used in the statute.
lie contended that if space were appropriated for
the passengers and not used, but on tlu; contrary,
passengers were crowded in another part of the slim
the act waa violated. Commissioner Shields agreed
with Mr. Tenney as lo ihe point ou which ihe case

turned. He decided to take time lo consider the
meaning of the word as used in the statute. The
